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INTRODUCTION 


The Yajnikyupanisad with a commentary in the form of 
Kdrikas by S'rl Purusottamanandatirtha is now published for 
the first time. The edition is based on a single manuscript 
found in the Adyar Library ; so far no other manuscript of 
this commentary has come to our notice. The Ydjnihyupa- 
nisad is also known as Ndrayanopanisad, There is the Mahd- 
ndrayanopanisad belonging to the Atharvaveda, edited by 
Col. Jacob, which has been utilised by Bloomfield in preparing 
his Vedic Concordance. The latter is only another version of 
this Y djnikyupanisad, ^ 

The Taittiriyayajurveda is divided into the Samhitd and 
the Brdhmana portions. The Brahmana has the three 
Prapdthahas for the main Brdhmana portion, and then the 
Aranyaka portion. Sayana divides the Aranyaka into ten 
Prapdthahas, and the three Prapdthahas, 7 to 9 form what 
is well known as the Taittiriyopanisad, The next one is 
accepted as a Khila (supplement) and that is the Ydjhik^ 
yupanisad. Bhattabhaskara takes the whole of the Taittiri- 
yopanisad as a single Pras'na, and there is also a slight 
difference in him from the arrangement of the Prasmas found 
in Sayana. Otherwise the texts are the same. 

S'ankaracarya comments only on the three Pras'uas of 
the Upanisad and he calls them the three ValUs, namely, 
the Siksd, Brahmdnanda and Bhrgu. Rangaramanuja follows 
the ssixaT order as Bhattabhaskara, and comments on the 
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Yajnihyupanisad too. Sayana accepts the Taittirlyopanisad 
portion as having two main sections, the Sdmhityupanisad and 
the Vdrunyupanisad. The latter is in two Prapdthakas. There 
is no difference in the text ; the difference is only in nomencla- 
ture. Sayana takes the Ydjnikyupanisad as a natural squence 
of the Taittiriyopanisad. His colophons are as follows :

Regarding the significance of the term Yajnihyupanisad, there 
is a slight difference between Sayana and Bhattabhaskara.

Both Sayana and Bhattabhaskara say that in the Taittirlyo- 
panisad proper S'iksd- is the subject matter of the first of 
three sections, though Bhattabhaskara does not divide the 
text into three sections. In the beginning of the second 
section, Bhattabhaskara says that it is Anandavalli. The 
words of Bhattabhaskara in the beginning of the two 
sections are : 



He does not say anything about the third section. He 
simply starts the explanation of the passage : 

The commentary now published is a very lucid one, in 
simple Kdrikds, with an occasional note in prose on the 
Kdrikds. I do not know if these prose notes formed a part 
of the commentary or are additional notes added later 

by another person. We know only the name of the author 
and nothing more. He pays homage to S'ivaramatirtha in the 
2nd verse in the beginning. In the first verse he refers to 
ancient Teachers in the Advaita tradition. The manuscript on 
which the edition is based was written on the 11th day in the 
bright half of Isvitia on a Tuesday in the Vikrama year 1718, 
S'akayear 1583 (1661 A.D.) by Gangadhara son of Vis'vanatha 
(a great astronomer). 

The third verse in this commentary appears (with very 
slight variation) in the commentary of Saya^ia, and the follow- 
ing' verses are only verse adaptations of the passages in Sayana. 
I cite the passage from Saya^ia for comparison with the verses 
in this commentary.

There is only one copy of the manuscript in the Adyar 
Library and no other copy isjgjown elsewhere. It is a paper 
manuscript bearing the shelf number 40-B. 38. There are 
36 folia, the commentary beginning on the second page of the 
first folio. The commentary ends on the fourth line on the 
first page of the last folio. There are on an average 11 lines 
a page and 32 syllables a line. The manuscript contains both 
the text and the commentary. The writing is quite legible ; 
the matter is fairly correct, corrections are carried out in the 
margins.

before the KdriJcd | ’The name of the 

author comes at the end of the commentary in Karika 543. 
He says that he has followed the Southern recension :

This Ndfdyaifopani^ad must be differentiated from the 
Upanisadof the same name included in the V ai§^avopanisads 
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of the Adyar Library Series as No. 9, which too belongs to the 
Yajurveda.

The Taiftiriyayajurveda is divided into the Samhitd and 
the Brdhmana portions. The Brahmana has the three 
Prapdthahas for the main Brdhmana portion, and then the 
Aranyaka portion. Sayana divides the Aranyaka into ten 
Prapdthahas, and the three Prapdthahas, 7 to 9 form what 
is well known as the Taittiriyopanisad, The next one is 
accepted as a Khila (supplement) and that is the Ydjhik^ 
yupanisad. Bhattabhaskara takes the whole of the Taittiri- 
yopanisad as a single Pras'na, and there is also a slight 
difference in him from the arrangement of the Prasmas found 
in Sayana. Otherwise the texts are the same. 

S'ankaracarya comments only on the three Pras'uas of 
the Upanisad and he calls them the three ValUs, namely, 
the Siksd, Brahmdnanda and Bhrgu. Rangaramanuja follows 
the ssixaT order as Bhattabhaskara, and comments on the 
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Yajnihyupanisad too. Sayana accepts the Taittirlyopanisad 
portion as having two main sections, the Sdmhityupanisad and 
the Vdrunyupanisad. The latter is in two Prapdthakas. There 
is no difference in the text ; the difference is only in nomencla- 
ture. Sayana takes the Ydjnikyupanisad as a natural squence 
of the Taittiriyopanisad. His colophons are as follows :

Both Sayana and Bhattabhaskara say that in the Taittinyo- 
panisad proper S'iksd- is the subject matter of the first of 
three sections, though Bhattabhaskara does not divide the 
text into three sections. In the beginning of the second 
section, Bhattabhaskara says that it is Anandavalli. The 
words of Bhattabhaskara in the beginning of the two 
sections are :

He does not say anything about the third section. He 
simply starts the explanation of the passage : 

The commentary now published is a very lucid one, in 
simple Kdrikds, with an occasional note in prose on the 
Kdrikds. I do not know if these prose notes formed a part 
of the commentary or are d*f!^ additional notes added later 
by another person. We know only the name of the author 
and nothing more. He pays homage to S'ivaramatirtha in the 
2nd verse in the beginning. In the first verse he refers to 
ancient Teachers in the Advaita tradition. The manuscript on 
which the edition is based was written on the 11th day in the 
bright half of Isvitia on a Tuesday in the Vikrama year 1718, 
S'akayear 1583 (1661 A.D.) by Gangadhara son of Vis'vanatha 
(a great astronomer). 

The third verse in this commentary appears (with very 
slight variation) in the commentary of Saya^ia, and the follow- 
ing' verses are only verse adaptations of the passages in Sayana. 
I cite the passage from Saya^ia for comparison with the verses 
in this commentary.

There is only one copy of the manuscript in the Adyar 
Library and no other copy isjgjown elsewhere. It is a paper 
manuscript bearing the shelf number 40-B. 38. There are 
36 folia, the commentary beginning on the second page of the 
first folio.

There are on an average 11 lines 
a page and 32 syllables a line. The manuscript contains both 
the text and the commentary.

This Ndfdyaifopani^ad must be differentiated from the 
Upanisadof the same name included in the Vai§^avopanisads

Yajurveda. 

Pandit V. Krishnamacharya and Pandit K. Ramachandra -- 
Sarma have prepared this edition from the manuscript avail- 
able in the Adyar Library with their usual care, and this is 
an addition to many contributions from them in the Adyar 
Library Series. When the manuscript was brought to my 
notice, I felt that this requires to be published, having regard 
to the importance of the text and the special nature and the 
lucidity of the commentary. The Vasanta Press has finished 
the printing with great promptness, at the same time keeping 
up their standard.
